Dear  Sir  nuxley, 

Allow  me  to  give  expression  to  my  belief  that  your  and  other  pro- 
minent scholar's  declaration  will  become  a  turning  point,  unless  it 
will  be  frustrated,  as  many  other  selfless  efforts  have  been. 

One  of  those  unheard  voices  was  my  own,  viz.  a  book  published  early 
in  1970,  'The    an-  ade  Hell,  a  Search  for  Rescue".  It  is  an  interdis- 
ciplinary work  of  research  into  the  sources  of  the  perils  of  today,  an 
investigation  going  back  to  early  prehistory;  and  a  copro he naive  plan 
for  solutions  of  the  problems.  There  are  many  suggestions  congruent 
with  yours,  which  will  not  surprise  you,  since  independent  studies  of 
facts  often  lead  logically  thinking  people  to  identical  results. 

Between  your  results  and  my  own,  I  find  only  two  remarkable  defer- 
ences: 1.  You  seem  to  emphasize  the  danger  to  ecology  and  the  resources 
along-  with  the  peril  of  overpopulation  which,  most  unfortunately,  is 
all  too  .justified,  whereas  I  interpret  most  of  the  facts  as  the  outcome 
of  our  own  misled  mind  and  wrong  behaviour  with  its  political  conse- 
quences. 2.  You  seem  intrinsically  to  mean  the  situation  of,  and  to  plan  I 
solutions  for,  your  own  country,  ffhile  my  concern  is  global,  for  I 
believe  global  measures  only  could  be  effective. 

I  enclose  a  prospectus  of  my  book,  hoping  you  will  invite  me  to 

send  it  to  you. 

y  newest  book,  still  far  from  being  finished,  is  "The  Philosophy 
of  freedom".  I  have  the  pleasure  of  telling  you  about  it,  because  one  of 
its  eight  chapters  is  a  monument  to  your  grandfather;  not  incuding  tne 
entirety  of  his  achievements,  but  eoneentating  on  Agnosticism. 

Besides  philosophy,  my  lines  are  poeury  (in  Hebrew  and  German) 
and  art. 

Allow  me  to  congratulate  you  for  your  obvious  health.  In  your  latest 
press  picture  you  look  much  younger  than  you  are.

~r*  Goldsmith  must  have  received  my  letter  and  the  book  that  have  been 
mailed  simultaneously  with  your  copy.  Only  instead  of  the  address  you  had 
the  kindness  of  giving  me,  I  had  to  use  another,  that  of  the  "Eeplogist". 
Your  handwriting  is  one  of  the  g^aptiol^felcJally  uost  attractive  ones  I 
ever  saw,  but  unfortunately  I  did  not  succeed  to  decipher    r.  G.  »s  address. 

I  am  extremely  sorry  to  learn  from  your  remark  that  I  failed  to  includ 
Kachel  Carson  in  the  Index;  maybe  this  happened  because  after  finishing 
the  text  I  was  completely  exhausted.  In  the  Table  of  Contents,  you  find  th 
essay  "In  memoriam  R.C  . lf  ,p.  58. .  It  is  near  the  end  of  chapter  II, pp.  33-66, 
where  the  preceding  text  makes  her  merit  clearer. 

I  studied  the  population  statistics  available  in  libraries.  I  found 
some  data  of  western  countries  worrying  enough,  but  rather  tolerable  thanks 
to  their  reliability.  About  China,  no  exact  facts  are  known.  The  data  from 
India,  however,  are  alarming  particularly  because  of  their  unreliableness 
demonstrated  by  contadictory  information. 

-Jbout  the  decisive  significance  of  the  environ  rental  situation  no 
doubt  is  thinkable,  but  I  consider  the  series  of  actions  suggested  in 
chapter  '/111  still  more  ur  ent  for  avoidance  of  the  sudden  total  end. 
I  sent  the  book  in  question  to  the  new  secretary  general  of  the  UNO,  and 
his  acknowledgement  sounds  moderately  One our aging.  Although  you  are  not 
a  statesman,  I  imagine  that  your  .-judgment  would  be  highly  influential 
also  outside  the  realm  of  ;your  unique  competence.  So  I  believe  that  you 
could  powerfully  contribute  to  our  rescue,  if  you  agree  with  my  solutions 
or  with  my  principal,  suggestions.
